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MSU lawyer: Nassar ‘fooled’ officials 


Tells AG no one knew of former doctor’s crimes

LANSING - Former Michigan State Univer- 
sity doctor and admitted sexual predator Larry 
Nassar “fooled everyone around him” and no 
one at the university was aware of his crimes 
until news articles published in 2016, a univer- 
sity lawyer told Michigan Attorney General Bill 


Schuette. 

Early this week, Schuette asked MSU to pro- 
vide the findings of an internal review run by 
former federal prosecutor Patrick Fitzgerald. 
The university responded on Wednesday and 
Schuette on Friday made public what a spokes- 
woman said was “all correspondence” on the 
matter. 

Schuette’s office still is reviewing the letter

The disclosure of Fitzgerald’s 
letter came as a growing number 
of people called for an indepen- 
dent investigation into MSU’s handling of alle- 
gations against Nassar, including Gretchen 


Whitmer, a former lawmaker and prosecutor 
who could face Schuette in next year’s race for 
Michigan governor. 

Nassar, 54, was sentenced on Thursday to 
60 years in prison on federal child pornography 
charges. He faces up to life in prison when he’s 
sentenced next month on sex assault charges 
in Ingham and Eaton counties. 

At least seven women or girls say they raised

for “Recover, Recycle, Reclaim.”

LANSING - Voters in Michigan's 13th Con- 
gressional District will go to the polls Aug. 7 
and Nov. 6 to choose a successor to U.S. Rep. 
John Conyers, Gov. Rick Snyder announced 
Friday — the same dates on which elections 
are already scheduled. 

Snyder announced the dates for a special 
primary and a special general election after 
Conyers announced his retirement and re- 
signed this week. 

The dates Snyder chose will save money. 
But they also mean residents of the district 
will go 11 months without a representative in 
Congress. 

The district will have two elections Nov. 6 
— one for a candidate to complete Conyers’ 
term that ends Dec. 31, 2018, and the other to 
serve the new two-year term that starts Jan. 1, 
2019. Candidates are free to run in both, said 
Snyder spokeswoman Anna Heaton. 

To allow more time for potential candi- 
dates “and to reduce the financial burden on 
local taxpayers, the primary and general elec- 
tions will be held when regularly scheduled 
elections are already occurring,” Snyder said 
in a news release. 

Jonathan Kinloch, Democratic chairman 
for the 13th District, said he supports the 
dates Snyder chose and he called Snyder’s of- 
fice Thursday to ask for those dates. 

If early dates were chosen, only “swamp 
monsters” with ready access to money from 
lobbyists would be able to compete, he said. 

But others criticized the lengthy delay in 
choosing a successor to Conyers. 

Former state Democratic chairman Mark
